Amo n g these p ro v isio n s will 
be a redu ctio n in the cap ital 
gain s tax fo r assets held mo re 
than fiv e y ears so that n o mo re 
than 3 0 p er cen t o f the gain o n 
the sale o f the assets wo u ld be 
su bject to tax .

Mills also said the bill wo u ld 
in crease the in v estmen t tax 
credit—fro m 4 p er cen t to 7 p er 
cen t—fo r p ro p erty u sed main ly 
fo r su p p ly in g electricity o r gas 
to lo cal distribu tio n sy stems. 
That wo u ld p u t it at the lev el 
already av ailable fo r o ther in ­ 
du stries.

First, there is n o su ch wo rd in the 
sto ck market as 
“in trin sically .”

Seco n d, p rices are made by su p p ly 
an d deman d, n o t v alu es. 
The market mirro rs the ho p es 
an d fears an d fin an cial co n ditio n o f 
wo rldwide millio n s. If these wo rld­ 
wide millio n s wan t 
cash, 
g o ld, 
bo n ds, certificates o f dep o sit, real 
estate o r whatn o t mo re than they 
wan t sto cks, this 
su p p ly -an d-de- 
man d facto r o v errides ev ery thin g A 
sto ck is wo rth p recisely what so me­ 
bo dy will p ay fo r it at a g iv en time. 
So me sto cks, altho u g h relativ ely 
few, are ex emp t fro m an y tren d. Bu t 
bu y in g beg ets bu y in g ; sellin g beg ets 
sellin g .

o ften makes Wall Street a o n e-way 
street.

An d n o liv in g man can 
tell ho w lo n g a declin e will last o r 
ho w far it will g o —ex cep t that it u su ­ 
ally g o es mu ch, mu ch fu rther (as an 
adv an ce do es o n the u p side) than 
an y rig ht-min ded citizen wo u ld im­ 
ag in e.

It can ’t be do n e. An d do n ’t av erag e

While all o f u s 
as citizen s hav e the rig ht an d re­ 
sp o n sibility to q u estio n an d stu dy 
majo r p ro p o sals an d ex p en ditu res o f 
city g o v ern men t, we do n o t wisely 
disreg ard the co n clu sio n s o f tho se 
who se ex p ertise fits them to p ro p o se 
the bu ildin g n eeds o f city g o v ern ­ 
men t. The tho ro u g hn ess with which 
the bu ildin g n eeds was stu died, the 
g reat amo u n t o f time dev o ted to the 
stu dy , an d the q u alificatio n s o f tho se 
in v o lv ed ap p eared v ery adeq u ate. I 
was, therefo re, p erso n ally p leased 
when the n ew city bu ildin g was p ro ­ 
p o sed an d disap p o in ted when the 
Co u n ty Bo ard rejected a jo in t bu ild­ 
in g o n the y ard o f the co u rtho u se. 
Ho wev er, the altern ate site o n 
Hen n ep in Av en u e seem ed v ery 
g o o d. The adv an tag es are p ro bably 
sev eral. I see at least two . First, the 
u n attractiv e metal sp ecialties 
bu ildin g s wo u ld be rep laced by a 
n ew stru ctu re, han dso mely lan d­ 
scap ed, to add a fo cal p o in t to the 
co mmu n ity an d do wn to wn area. The 
library an d law en fo rcemen t bu ild­ 
in g s sho u ld tie in v ery well. Seco n d, 
the n ew bu ildin g wo u ld ten d to u p ­ 
g rade the immediate su rro u n din g 
bu ildin g s. Ou r co n g reg atio n (First 
Christian Chu rch), as is n o do u bt 
tru e o f o ther do wn to wn co n g reg a­ 
tio n s, is co n cern ed abo u t the ap ­ 
p earan ce o f o u r bu ildin g ’s su rro u n d­ 
in g s as well as o u r min istry to the 
co mmu n ity . We hav e su bscribed to 
the Do wn to wn Imp ro v emen t Pro ject 
an d are co o p eratin g as mu ch as p o s­ 
sible. 
We, alo n g with o thers in Dix o n , 
will be hap p y when n ew cu rbs are 
in stalled 
an d 
mo re streets 
im­ 
p ro v ed—ev en in o u r o wn v icin ity . 
We kn o w they are p lan n ed an d will 
co me. Bu t a n ew city bu ildin g —to be 
larg ely co n stru cted with federal 
rev en u e sharin g fu n ds rather than 
lo cal tax es—co u ld well stir u p a n ew 
sen se o f p ride in the who le co mmu ­ 
n ity an d be an in cen tiv e fo r mo re 
do wn to wn imp ro v emen t than we 
had dreamed. 
I remember ho w difficu lt it was 
to p ass the referen du m fo r the Pu b­ 
lic Library additio n . As I remember, 
it p assed by o n ly six v o tes. No w, ev ­ 
ery o n e p o in ts to it with g reat p ride 
an d is g lad it is kep t hu mmin g with 
activ ity an d stu dy by y o u n g an d o ld. 
It do es n o t seem fittin g that a refer­ 
en du m beheld (by n ewsp ap er tally ) 
to determin e the fu tu re o f a p ro ject 
rig htly within the sco p e o f city g o v ­ 
ern men t leadership .

article in to the Co n g ressio n al Rec­ 
o rd. No te is n o w taken , ho wev er, 
that the g estu re co n stitu ted o n e o f 
the tru ly raw iro n ies o f the ev en ts 
which hav e stu n n ed an d sicken ed 
the n atio n in the last two y ears. 
McGo v ern ’s in sertio n was an a r­ 
ticle o f co n fessio n written by a re­ 
sp ected Washin g to n rep o rter. The 
co n fessio n was that the rep o rter, a 
life-lo n g liberal, had decided to mo d­ 
ify an d mo derate his p o litical p o s­ 
tu re. The man , in sho rt, had beco me 
a ju dicio u s co n serv ativ e, an d here 
was Geo rg e McGo v ern co mmen din g 
the p iece befo re his co lleag u es with 
the in dicatio n that the article re­ 
flected his o w ti p o litical matu ratio n . 
It bo g g les the brain . Geo rg e Mc­ 
Go v ern g o in g mo derate0 
May be 
ev en co n serv ativ e? It’s like Ursu la 
An dress en terin g a co n v en t. Bu t it’s 
ap p aren tly tru e. McGo v ern himself 
waffles o n the matter, which is his 
character, bu t o n e o f his chief assist­ 
an ts say s with cau tio n : 
“ I thin k he is mo re co n serv ativ e. 
He’s in dicated as mu ch to me an y ­ 
way .” 
The iro n y in all this sho u ld be 
clear. First, Richard Nix o n deserted 
the 45 millio n American s who v o ted 
fo r him in 19 72, an d n o w Geo rg e Mc­ 
Go v ern deserts the 28 millio n who 
v o ted fo r his radical-lib ideas. It’s 
sad bu t tru e that the o n ly p eo p le left 
who were n o t lied to o r misled du rin g 
19 72 are tho se who wo u ldn ’t v o te fo r 
either can didate. 
The McGo v ern chan g e, which he 
say s is “ n o t really su bstan tial,” is 
su rp risin g bu t hardly u n p receden ted 
fo r the Sen ato r fro m So u th Dako ta. 
Du rin g the ’72 camp aig n , he altered 
his v iews o n issu es with the weather. 
On e day , y o u ’ll recall, he tho u g ht it

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Mrs. Adlai Stevenson is Dixon visitor 
Demands children keep a sense of Illinois 


By RO BERT H. N ELLIS 
Ever-womanly, Nancy Stevenson, wife of Illi­ 
nois’ junior U.S. senator, inescapably impressed 
her interviewer had she not married a man who be­ 
came a senator she today might hold that or some 
other public office. 
Asked what she thought she might be doing had 
she not married Adlai Stevenson III, she replied, “ I 
hope working for political candidates," and in re­ 
sponse to a question, "or running for office your­ 
self?" she said, “ 1 don't really know." 
Who is the woman behind the man who bears a 
name which has been political magic in Illinois poli­ 
tics? 
She is a native Kentuckian, born nearly 40 years 
ago in Louisville, who three weeks after being grad­ 
uated from Smith College married her husband. 
There is some coincidence in her meeting Stev­ 
enson. He was one of only five Marines sent to Fort 
Knox, Ky., for special training before being sent to 
Korea. 
He was a tank commander and while stationed 
there, met Nancy Anderson. 
She simply says, "He came back from Korea 
and asked me to marry him and I did." 
About her life as a mother of four and wife of a 
U.S. senator, she demands the family have a pri­ 
vate life and that her children keep a sense of Illi­ 
nois rather than feeling Washington is their home. 
This has caused her to do something she con­ 
fesses once she said she would never do. . 
"I always said I would never leave my hus- 
gand for the summertime but now I do for the chil­ 
dren," she stated. 
"W e are in Chicago or at the farm in Jo Daviess 
County during the summer months and, of course, 
the senator must stay in Washington,” Mrs. Steven­ 
son continued. 
She averred criticism of her husband while he 
has been in public life has not bothered her because, 
"It has been reasonable and people have a right to 
disagree with Ad, and he gets credit for what he 
does," championed a loyal wife. 
To her, the senator is Ad. 
She affirmed the news media had treated him 
fairly. 
A few weeks ago, Mrs. Stevenson appeared on a 
Rockford television program along with the wife of 


Stevenson's challenger, Mrs. George Burditt. 
It had been billed as a debate, and when asked 
how it went, Mrs. Stevenson, demurred from calling 
it a debate, "It was more like a conversation." she 
contended. 
« 
She said they agreed about many things such as 
maintaining the privacy of their family life for the 
benefit of children and for giving support to the hus­ 
band’s political careers. 
Mrs. Stevenson is not only spending the sum­ 
mer with the kids in Illinois while the senator 
sweats it out in Washington. 
When interviewed on Thursday, she was pass­ 
ing through Dixon on her way to Emerald Hill 
where she was to address a meeting of the White­ 
side County Democratic Women’s Club. Later in the 
day she took off from Whiteside County Airport, 
bound for Chicago. 
It is obvious she enjoys meeting people and she 
sees it as a great opportunity, "I have the chance to 
meet all kinds of people, from the inner city to rural 
farm homes. 
"Most people have to be content with a much 
more narrow frame of personal contact," she ob­ 
served . 
Where does she stand on women’s lib? 
" I believe women should have equal opportuni­ 
ties for education, for entering careers which are 
outside the traditional jobs for women, and I believe 
they should receive equal pay and have equal op­ 
portunity for advancement," was her opening state­ 
ment. 
How about the Equal Rights Amendment 
(ERA ), "I favor it, strongly." 
“ The important thing about women’s right is it 
gives us a choice and does not culturally control 
us," declared Mrs. Stevenson. 
She remarked, "I also believe a woman may 
work to support her husband and I feel it an honor to 
run a household." 
A question about father’s participation in fami­ 
ly life, even if he is a U.S. senator brought a family 
anecdote. 
The query was, “ Does she feel a husband at 
times should stay at home with the kids so a wife 
can go out for the same reasons, she often stays with 
them while he is out?” 
"Yes," she replied, “ and he does." 


Then the family story: There are occasions 
when she returns to Illinois for short periods dur­ 
ing the school year and the children stay with the 
senator. During these absences of mother, the Stev- 
ensons’ two teen-age daughters, Lucy, 16, and Kat­ 
ie, 14, cook for their father, “with some help from 
him." 
Speaking of the family, she noted Adlai IV this 
year will enter Northwestern University. 
Mrs. Stevenson, recalling a family joke, said Ad 
IV used to say “ I ’m Adlai the last," but his father 
would respond, “ No, you’re Adlai the next’." 
Asked if she would like to see her children enter 
public life, she said, not particularly, but she would 
not object should one or more of them enter the po­ 
litical arena. 


“ I would most hope they would take an active 
part in government at some level," she concluded. 
Has she ever wondered whether she will live in 
the White House some day? 
“ Not really, oh, I suppose the thought has 
crossed my mind but I have never coveted that life. 
I don’t really understand how families can live 
with the Presidency. 


“ The senator is young . . .” and her comments 
trailed off making one realize she had not spent 
much time thinking about it. 
It was suggested if Mrs. Gerald Ford had been 
asked that question a year ago she might have given 
about the same reply. 
“ Yes, and I know Betty Ford rather well and I 
know a year ago, she tried to talk the President out 
of running for another term in Congress. 
“ I guess that proves you just don’t know what 
will happen,” she concluded. 
Asked if there was something she would partic­ 
ularly like to say, she responded: 
"I know most people have become discouraged 
with politics in the past few years and I would just 
like to ask them not become apathetic and drop out 
from participation in government at some level. 
"The last two years have proved politics should 
be given more attention because it has showed we 
get what we deserve and we deserve better than we 
have gotten. 
“ I ’ve enjoyed my participation in public life 
and others might like it, too, if they tried."

Teacher pacts unsettled in 126 districts

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
With the start of school comes 
talk of teacher strik es, bu t offi­ 
cials differ on whether there 
will be any more strik es this 
y ear than last. 


The Illinois Edu cation Associ­ 
ation, which claims to rep re­ 
sent 75 ,000 teachers in Illinois, 
rep orts that as of Thu rsday 
there are 126 districts where 
contracts hav e not been settled. 
“This is far and abov e the 
nu mber u nsettled at this time 
in the p rev iou s three y ears,” 


said Dr. Cu rtis Plott, ex ecu tiv e 
secretary of IEA. “There is a 
good p ossibility we will hav e a 
larger nu mber of strik es.” 
Bu t an official of the Illinois 
Association of School Boards 
doesn’t see it that way . 


“It’s alway s hard to tell be­ 
cau se there is so mu ch talk ,” 
said Jerry Glau b, a sp ok esman 
for the association. “Bu t it 
doesn’t look a whole lot differ­ 
ent than it did last y ear.” 
An official of the other major 
teachers’ grou p in Illinois, the 
Illinois Federation of Teachers, 
agreed. 


“Generally sp eak ing I don’t 
k now of any strik e that is im-

m inent,” said Robert Kelly , an 
IFT field serv ice director. “The 
majority of ou r locals hav e not 


settled contracts y et, bu t there 
is no real p ressu re on boards to 
settle u ntil after school starts." 


The first strik e of the y ear 
ap p arently will be in Charles­ 
ton, where teachers are rep re­ 
sented by IEA. Abou t 40 of 200 
teachers showed u p for a work ­ 
shop on Thu rsday , and a school 
administration aide said the 
teachers lik ely will stay off the 
job when classes begin today . 
A major issu e in Charleston 
is wages, and Plott is not su r­ 
p rised. 
“The p rimary concern of 
teachers centers arou nd sala- 


ries and k eep ing u p with the 
cost of liv ing,” he said. 
Kelly is 
in contact 
with 
school boards negotiating with 
locals 
affiliated 
with 
IFT. 
which claims 40,000 teachers. 
He said he believ es they are 
aware of the financial p light of 
teachers. 


“The salary offers by the 
boards hav e been mu ch better 
this y ear than last,” he said. 
“The attitu de of most of the 
boards I’v e dealt with is that 
teachers deserv e a raise, p ar­ 
ticu larly since the cost of liv ing 
has gone u p .”

Asks $1,400 monthly subsidy for 
ambulance service in Rochelle

ROCHELLE — Thr Rochelle 
City Cou ncil, in a lengthy in­ 
form al session W ednesday 
afternoon, heard p rop osals 
from Don Homer, owner and 
op erator of Unger’s Fu neral 
Home and Ambu lance Serv ice, 
in regards to Horner’s req u est 
for a su bsidy from the city to 
op erate a gu aranteed 24-hou r 
ambu lance serv ice. 
This was one of sev eral m eet­ 
ings with Homer, the first near­ 
ly a y ear ago when he ask ed for 
a $1,000 a month su bsidy . This 
later went u p to $1,25 0 with his 
latest req u est being $1,400, stat­ 
ing that the p rice of am ­ 
bu lances had gone u p consider­ 
ably in recent months. 
Under the term s of an or­ 
dinance and contract p resented 
by Homer, this serv ice, if ac­ 
cep ted, wou ld cost the city 
$16,8 00 a y ear. 
Horner also p rop osed that the 
commu nications center for the 
serv ice be handled throu gh the 
Rochelle Police Dep artment, 
that his men in tu rn wou ld hav e 
resp onse radios, 
similar 
to 
those t» 6ed by the Rochelle Fire 
D ep artm ent 
to 
answ er 
emergency embu lance calls. 
Homer was told by Commis­ 
sioner Jam es McCaslin that the 
Police Dep artment is not setu p 
to handle this ty p e of serv ice 
and wou ld necessitate the city ’s 
installing the needed eq u ip ­ 
m ent. 
Howev er, 
M cCaslin 
stated, 
“The Rochelle 
Fire 
D ep artm ent 
is 
already 
eq u ip p ed with a call sy stem 
alert ” 


C om m itte e 
m e m be rs 
C om m issione rs, C larence 
Rasmu ssen and James Mc­ 
Caslin, and Fire Chief William 
Lower, ap p ointed by May or Bill 
Cipolla, felt any emergency 
ambu lance shou ld be u nder the 
op eration of the fire dep art­ 
ment, p referably establishing 
an ambu lance District, p ossibly 
with the recently established 
Ogle-Lee Fire District, which 
wou ld not only gu arantee 
am bu lance serv ice ov er a 
greater area, bu t cou ld be 
financially more feasible. 
H orner’s 
ordinance 
also 
cov ers inv alid coach serv ice 
p lu s the emergency serv ice, a 
change from his original re­ 
q u est. The $1,400 m onthly 
su bidy , wou ld not inclu de a p a­ 
tient fee which wou ld be billed 
to the indiv idu al by the am ­ 
bu lance serv ice. 


Homer told the city cou ncil, 
state and federal req u irements 
cov ering 
em ergency 
am ­ 
bu lances and serv ices mu st be 
met in order to become a li­ 
censed ambu lance serv ice. 
M erle Clu ts, owner and 
op erator of the Clu ts Fu neral 
Homes, both in Rochelle and 
Ashton, p resented the Rochelle 
City Cou ncil members with a 
lette r in which he stated , 
“Personally , 
I 
feel 
that 
a 
com m u nity 
need, 
lik e 
an 
emergency ambu lance serv ice, 
shou ld be handled by a local 
gov ernment agency instead of 
mak ing a donation to p riv ate 
enterp rise, where y ou r control 
(referring to the city ), wou ld be 
limited. Remember, we are 


talk ing abou t ou r tax dollars.” 
Clu ts fu rther went on to say 
that he felt that the Rochelle 
Fire Dep artment wou ld be in a 
better position to mak e im­ 
m ediate 
resp onse 
in 
an 
emergency , they alway s hav e 
someone on du ty , and they hav e 
an established commu nications 
sy stem to alert their men in the 
dep artment. 
Clu ts q u estioned the cou ncil, 
regarding his ability to op erate 
as he had in the p ast. He was 
assu red by Homer, that if he 
meets the state and federal li­ 
censing req u irem ents for his 
ambu lance serv ice, there is no 
reason why this wou ld not be 
p ossible. 
May or Bill Cipolla stated, “I 
am interested in assu ring the 
citizens 
of 
Rochelle 
an 
emergency ambu lance serv ice 
for their needs, and it is my 
p ersonal feeling, referring to 
the Horner p rop osal, that this 
wou ld be in the best interests of 
ou r p eop le.” 
Late in the meeting, 
com­ 


m issioner Jam es M cCaslin, 
startled members with an an­ 
nou ncement that, “there is a 
good p ossibility that the city 
will receiv e a donation of an 
ambu lancp .” 
May or Cipolla answered by 
stating, “This changes the p ic­ 
tu re, if we get a free ambu lance 
we had better sit down and 
come back in 30 day s with facts 
and figu res. Had I k nown this, I 
wou ld not hav e called this 
m eeting.” 
McCaslin answered him by 
commenting, “I am not at 
liberty at this time to disclose 
any more information.” 
Commissioners Phil May and 
F rancis Connolly both su g­ 
gested that another meeting be 
held, at which time the m ay or’s 
ap p ointed 
committee 
shou ld 
come u p with a definite rep ort, 
with facts and figu res.

Schedule haunts the Eagles

FRANKLIN GROVE- Head v arsity 
football coach Ken Neahring could not be 
blamed if he and his squad burned the 
schedule-maker at the stake. For while 
the fiery punishment would not please 
the v ictim, the Eagles are also under ad­ 
v erse conditions to begin their 1974 sea­ 
son. 
In 19 73, Franklin Center opened the 
y ear with three consecutiv e contests on 
enemy ground. The Eagles did not score 
a solitary point in the dozen quarters and 
what looked like a promising season 
ground to a halt. 
It is the same story this time around. 
Franklin Center takes the field away 
from home in three of the initial four 
games and the only game at Franklin 
Grov e is against powerful Mt. Carroll. 
Neahring and his team might hav e mer­ 
cy on the schedule-maker, howev er, for 
Milledgev ille has been lopped off the op­ 
ponent list for this season. 
The Missiles hav e been dropped be­ 
cause the Northwest Sev en and Stephen­ 
son Conferences combined into the newly 
formed Upstate Illini Conference for 
football. Each team in the circuit will 
play ev ery other squad with one ex cep­ 
tion. For Franklin Center, the lone foe is 
Milledgev ille. 
“ I don’t know that much about the 
teams (Durand, Orangev ille and Pearl 
City ) from the other conference,” Neahr­ 
ing admitted, “ but I don’t think any of 
them will be of the caliber of Milledge­ 
v ille or Mt. Carroll. Orangev ille is a pret­ 
ty good-sized school but that doesn’t 
mean ev ery thing. 
“ What I do ex pect is for Milledgev ille 
to be at the top of the conference race 
with Mt. Carroll right up there, also. 
Hanov er should be at the bottom and I 
think the others will be bunched in the 
middle. 
“ We seem to hav e changed attitude 
this season,” Neahring added, “ and this 
will definitely help our squad. We hav e a 
different group of kids and our success in 
basketball, track and baseball last y ear 


has changed the kids’ thinking into posi­ 
tiv e thoughts when the situation is close. 
We think we can win the close games now 
ev en when we are down with not much 
time left. 
“ I think this changed attitude and 
the fact we hav e had two good frosh-soph 
teams in the past seasons will be to our 
benefit. Another thing, about the atti­ 
tude, if the conference shapes up the way 
I think it will; we will hav e a lot of close 
games and our school spirit should giv e 
us the edge.” 
A total of 18 candidates are out for 
football including 10 lettermen. “ I really 
think one of our strong points will be our 
defense,” Neahring commented. “ We 
match up better position-for-position 
than the offense because our offensiv e 
backs are small, Latta (Dav e) won’t play 
offense but he will be used at defensiv e 
tackle. 
“ Heckman (J eff) will be one defen­ 
siv e end and he is quick and strong. Our 
linebackers will not be big but they will 
hav e good reactions. J oe Burke will also 
help out after missing last season be­ 
cause of his shoulder injury . I ex pect a lot 
out of him. 
“ Defensiv ely , we just didn’t come up 
with the big play last season. May be it is 
because I didn’t stress it that much. We 
spent a lot more time on the offense 
which I think y ou hav e to do. But we did 
not hav e one shut-out last y ear and a 
good team should alway s striv e to hav e a 
couple of shut-outs.” 
Neahring stated the Eagle defense 
will be a 6 -2-1-2 alignment with seniors 
Doug Leffelman (5’11 ” —16 5) and Pete 
Soria (5’7 ” —18 0) at the guard slots; 
along with Latta (5’10” —230) and J er­ 
ome Schmidt (6 ’2” —220) at tackle. 
The ends will be either Heckman 
(5’9 ” —16 0), Rusty Klav enga (6 ’0” —150) 
or 5’ 11 ” —145 senior Bob Near. Scott Del­ 
hotal 
(5’10” —150) 
and Doug Hay en 
(5’11M—16 5) will be in the backfield. 
Burke (5’10” —150), Doug Hillison (5’8 ” — 
150) or Scott Murphy (5*4” —135) will be 
at the linebacker positions. Murphy will 
probably be the ‘monster.’ 


“ Defensiv e back might be a weak­ 
ness,” Neahring declared. “ Delhotal can 
handle it well but Hay en does not hav e 
much ex perience. I might use sophomore 
J eff Huber to help out. He can play the 
position and has good instincts.” 
Offensiv ely , the Eagles will run out of 
the “ I” formation this season. “ We hope 
we can do a little more faking and be 
more deceptiv e with this offense,” said 
Neahring, “ because our backs are not 
that speedy . They will be fairly quick, 
though. I wasn’t satisfied with our of­ 
fense last y ear (wing formation with a 
split backfield) and I thought we would 
be able to do more things with the I. 
“ Delhotal is a better roll-out quarter­ 
back than a straight-back passer and 
with a flanker in motion, our offense is 
more balanced. Delhotai will be one of 
our strengths at quarterback because he 
got a lot of ex perience last y ear. He had 
some good games and some bad games 
so I hope he will be more consistent this 
season.” 
The pass receiv ers will be Hay en and 
Klav enga. “ Doug has to be one of the bet­ 
ter ends around,” stated Neahring. “ He 
has an ex cellent pair of hands and ev en 
though he doesn’t hav e blazing speed, he 
is quick enough to get in the clear.” Of­ 
fensiv e tackles will be Schmidt and So­ 
ria. 
Near and Burke will man the guard 
slots, with Leffleman at center. In the 
backfield will be Heckman, 5’8 ” —135 J im 
Roop and Murphy .

LAMB - My 
husband has just celebrated his 
52nd birthday, and since he 
turned 50, I notice he has 
seemed depressed, He is in 
good health with a good head of 
black hair, no gray yet.

I think he also worries about 
retirem ent in about eight years 
time. He is an accountant and 
in recent years quite a few of 
his colleagues collapsed and 
died shortly after retirement. I 
reckon one cannot run away 
from retirem ent, but rather 
prepare for it. Could you please 
recommend literarure on 101 
ways to occupy one’s self in 
retirem ent? 
DEAR READER — You are 
v ery wise. Most people go to 
great lengths preparing for 
death. They hav e insurance for 
death, estate planning for their 
heirs and ev en plan where they 
are going to be buried, but all 
too few plan for liv ing. You are 
absolutely right, the best way to 
surv iv e and enjoy retirement is 
to plan for it properly. 
You may be interested in my 
book, “Stay Youthful and Fit, ' 
(Harper and Row). It prov ides 
a complete 
guide of 
what 
changes occur as you get older, 
and what we know about how to

prev ent such problems. That 
most definitely includes plans 
for keeping occupied 
Your husband is probably 
hav ing a true m iddle-aged 
depression. If it is any worse, 
he may need some professional 
counseling

medicine to perk him up. Men 
do get depressed when they 
realize that the major span of 
their supposedly productiv e 
years is behind them. 
Our 
society isn't v ery helpful here 
because the retirement system 
often makes people quit being 
useful members of society. 
In fact, many people in their 
60s and older hav e the best 
years of their liv es before them, 
if they use them properly. I 
pointed out in my book that the 
Abkhasians often are working 
in the fields from age 90 to 100. 
And, keep a v igorous interest in 
community affairs and family 
affairs. In short, they continue 
to feel needed 
It is important to increase 
social 
contacts. 
Get 
into 
organizations that will keep you 
activ e and inv olv ed. Each 
person has to choose his own 
area of interest, but the point is 
to choose something. It may be 
a garden club-type activ ity and 
learning to raise your own food. 
That might come in v ery handy 
after retirement or, the way 
things are going, ev en sooner. 
Good hobbies are great for 
maintaining interest and pro­ 
moting social contact. Making

tography turn some people on 
and may turn into a second 
career with good financial 
return.

Trans fer oppos ition builds

“The 
American educational system is 
corrupt and ev eryone knows 
it,’’ charges an exclusiv e prep 
school headmaster who laments 
the deemphasis on character 
training in American schools. 
“W atergate shows what hap­ 
pens when you don't put the 
emphasis on character. The 
people inv olv ed in Watergate 
grew up as nice kids but their 
idea of chracter was helping 
old ladies across the street,' 
says Joseph Gauld. founder and 
headm aster of the Hyde School 
in Bath, Maine. 
“They put emphasis on who 
does well in algebra or football 
but they don’t put emphasis on 
character,’’ said Gauld. 46, a 
v eteran Eastern prep school 
teacher and athletic coach. 
Gauld said he founded Hyde, 
a coed institution with an en­ 
rollment of 145, in 1966 “be­ 
cause I thought we were failing 
kids. 
We 
weren’t 
getting 
across.” 
He offers 
to 
refund 
the 
school’s $3.000 annual tuition if 
any pupil feels they did not 
profit from the year, but added, 
“We’v e only had one dropout 


and he didn't want his money 
back. 
Gauld said he started the 
school by 
“taking ev eryone 
else’s problems. Nobody was 
going to giv e me their top kid 
so I got the headaches. I’v e had 
parents tell me how much they 
believ e in my system but all 
they wanted was to get the kid 
into 
school 
and 
off 
their 
backs.” 
Gauld was interv iewed during 
a v isit to Chicago where he 
meets regularly w ith parents of 
Hyde students and crusades for 
his educational philosophy.

CHICAGO (AP) — Inflation 
and wiv es who are taking ca­ 
reers more seriously are begin­ 
ning to thwart some corporate 
plans for employe transfers, a 
mov ing industry surv ey shows. 
Corporations aren’t as gener­ 
ous as they once were in pay­ 
ing for employe transfers and 
employes are responding with 
reluctance to mov e, according 
to the surv ey of 286 companies. 
It also shows an increasing 
tendency for employes to balk 
at relocation because of their 
spouse’s careers. 
Transfers could slow more, 
said J.J. Thorne, v ice president 
of marketing for Atlas Van 
Lines, who conducted the sur­ 
v ey. 
Thorne said that throughout 
the mov ing industry he hears 
rumors of declining business. 
Van line rates hav e risen 15 
per cent in the last year, boost­ 
ing av erage per-mov e cost for 
Atlas corporate customers from 
$1,318 to $1,494, 
Cost-conscious firms hav e re­ 
sponded by slicing “mov ing ex­ 
tras” such as reimbursement 
for motels, house hunting and 
transportation. Cuts av eraged 
22.4 per cent, from $1,932 in 
197 2 to $1,500, Thome said in an# 
interv iew on Wednesday. 
He said 37 per cent of the 
companies polled had one or 


more employes refuse transfer 
in 197 3. 
One reason is that wiv es are 
taking their careers more se­ 
riously, Thorne found. 
Thorne said he has conducted 
the surv ey for the past sev en 
years but hadn’t seen the need 
to ask about the reluctance of 
wiv es to mov e until a year ago. 
He said this year he found that 
67 per cent of the companies 
responding had problems talk­ 
ing wiv es into mov ing because 
of their own jobs.
